The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 35-44 have been cancelled without prejudice. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant claims are considered allowable over the prior art because prior art 
does not teach a process for the preparation on an industrial scale of an aqueous 
suspension comprising particles of an active ingredient. Applicants have successfully 
shown that the particles prepared by the process of the instant claims are matehallv 
different than particles made by the process described in the closest prior art document 
(WO 00/25746). The modified process of the instant claims, make it possible to achieve 
a far more efficient dispersal of active ingredient, and therefore it is possible to prepare 
homogenous suspensions with a distribution profile that is reproducible from one batch 
to the other, in a much shorter time. In addition, the said process provides for finer 
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particles, inside the emulsifier, tliat liave a narrower, more liomogenous particle size 
distribution. The data provide in Table 2 of the specification shows how particles made 
by two processes are materially different.
